Through their intermarriages under the old idea that 
royal blood, only, must mingle with royal blood, the reigning 
houses of Europe are so badly mixed in blood that none can 
boast of having in his veins much of the blood of the people j 
he rules. In times past the multitude of petty states in Gel'-1 
many, each with its royal house, led to marriages with every j 
other royal family on the continent, hence the German blood 
is more widely diffused than any other. King George of Eng- i 
land really has but little British blood, but a great deal of I 
German. The last czar of Russia was only slightly tinctured j 
with Russian blood. The king of Rumania is a full-blooded 
German, his parents being German, princelings before their 
elevation to the throne, and the king of Bulgaria is likewise 
mostly German. The royal house of Greece is Danish in origin, 
but this Danish blood was well mixed with the German and 
Russian and the queen is a sister of the former kaiser. The 
king of Norway is of the same stopk. The king of Sweden has 
some plebian blood, his great-grandfather having been Mar­ 
shal Bemadotte, one of Napoleon’s generals, but he is some­ 
what mixed too. The royal family of Italy is probably the 
least mixed of any. Both of the present king’s parents were 
Italians and his wife a princess of Montenegro. King Alfonso 
of Spain is descended from the long line of the house of 
Bourbon which ruled France, Naples and Spain for many 
centuries. His mother was a member of the Hapsburg family

pleaded guilty to the 
murder 
on 
February 9 of Cora Jones, wife of 
a neighbor living near Caney, Atoka 
county. Watkins was sentenced by 
Judge J. H. Linebaugh in district 
court at Atoka. 
Mrs. Jones’ body was found in a 
hog pen by her husband, 
A. 
A. 
Jones. 
It 
had 
been mutilated 
by 
the hogs. A four-year-old son told 
his father that a man had struck 
his mother with a pipe and thrown 
the body in the enclosure. Watkins 
was arrested and charged with the 
murder. 
He was taken to the county jail 
at Atoka. 
That night a 
mob of 
more than 200 men appeared about 
the jail and demanded that the pris­ 
oner be turned over to them. Sher­ 
iff J. 
W. 
Phillips had previously 
removed him to Caddo, near Atoka. 
when he heard rumors that mob 
action wfas planned. 
The scene at the Atoka county 
courthouse when the mob arrived 
was one of the most dramatic ever 
staged by a mob in Oklahoma. Thej 
leader of the party addressed the! 
sheriff, who had come out of the] 
courthouse and stood at the head ( 
of the high steps leading to the] 
entrance. 
Not IMayful Mob. 
‘‘We have come after that man,” 
the masked spokesman said. “We 
have no ill feeling toward the offi­ 
cers nor contempt for the law, but 
wre want Watkins. We will not stand 
for any interference.” 
As he finished speaking, Ira J. 
Banta, county attorney, appeared on 
the outskirts of the mob. The mask­ 
ed men fell aside silently and form­ 
ed a lane through which he was 
permitted to pass to the steps where 
he took his place beside the sheriff. 
“We are here to get Watkins,” 
the mob leader repeated to Banta. 
“We have the kindliest feeling to­ 
ward you and the sheriff. We know 
you are intent on doing your duty, 
but we are determined to avenge 
that woman’s murder.

Banta then addressed the mob, 
assuring the members that a speedy

kins was not in the jail and offer-!

they returned to the waiting mem-i 
hers of the mob and reported their ] 
failure to find him.

Watkins 
was 


brought back to Atoka, and at a 
secret hearing pleaded guilty and 
was 
sentenced. He was taken ‘ at 
once to the penitentiary. According 
to the official record of the plea, 
Watkins said he had gone to the 
woman’s home to assault her and 
that she had resisted. He said he 
killed her then with a blow on the 
head and placed the body where it 
was found. 
Watkins asked the court to give 
him time to “make my peace with 
God” and to adjust his business af­ 
fairs before his execution. 
Watkins is 32 
years old. 
Mrs. 
Jones was 30. Mrs. Jones’ two chil­ 
dren, the boy of four and a girl 
of two, witnessed her death. 
In an alleged confession made to 
officers immediately after his ar­ 
rest Watkins was said to have de­ 
clared 
he killed the woman “be­ 
cause she lied about me.” 
Watkins made no appeal from the 
death sentence.
